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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-18, and 23 - 25, drawn to generating database or data structure, 
classified in class 707, subclass 102. 

II. Claim 19-22, and 26 - 27, drawn to query augmentation and refining, classified 
in class 707, subclass 5. 

Inventions I, and II are related as subcombination and subcombination disclosed 
as usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has 
separate utility, such as, generating database or data structure by mapping and 
generating reports; and invention II has separate utility, such as, query augmentation 
and refining by limiting and targeting data search. Each of the two inventions does not 
require the particulars of the remaining inventions. 

On September 1 1 , 2006, a telephone call was made to Gene S. Winter (reg. 28, 
352) to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in 
an election being made. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected
